attempt to do so would wipe out the 
budget entirely. 


While the low exchange rate of the 


franc diminished the apparent value 
of these debts, it Is considered

tain that the franc must rise again 
which, of course, will raise the real 
value of the debt again. The serious 
problem involved in clearing up this 
huge financial dilemma would seem 
of greater importance to French pros- 
perity and credit than anything else.

Keeping Food In Tin. 
* 


H. H. H. writes: What do you think 


of my experience with canned foods? 
I was brought up in this country, and 
taught, as I believe every American 
child Is taught, never to touch food 
that has been left for some hours in 
an opened tin. The poison supposed 
to 
be 
evolved in such 
food 
was 
thought 
very 
deadly. This 
belief 


seems to be universal In this country. 
When traveling in Norway I noted 
that food was often, in the remoter 
districts, served in the tin; usually, but 
not always, such food was fish in oil. 
When I spoke of the matter to Nor- 
welgians, they either were offended 
or laughed at me. On my return to 
an American labora^ry seven years 
ago I discussed the/matter with the 
physiologist in charge of the research 
department and he could see no rea- 
son why •food left in tins should be 
more poisonous than food 
left 
in 


porcelain dishes. The only poisons we 
could think of would be.metallic ox- 
Ides, formed by action of air on wet 
metal. 
Ithen tried the matter out. 


using myself as experimental cat. 
I 
kept lunch foods two or three days 
at cool room temperature and found 
that they kept better than in dishes, 
never caused any symptoms of poison- 
ing, or even tasted of tin. 
I have 
thus kept 
meats, sea 
foods, corn, 


beana, peas, tomatoes, asparagus, and 
other foods. 
I have not 


fruit except pineapple. 


tried any 


In & rather wide reading of general 


medical literature and of the daily 
press, I have noted but one instance 
of 
death or 
sickness attributed to 


leaving food in a tin (this was in a 
press notice). The food was salmon, 
left 
for one week 
in a tin. which 


proves nothing against tin. The man 
that ate thi salmon died. 
There i«. 
I believe, a record of botulinus pois- 
oning from fresh boiled beans that 
were left in a non-metal receptacle 
for two days at room temperture in 
very hot weather in- Los Angeles, a 
phenomenon that can easily be check- 
ed in the laboratory. 
It seems to me that if ona uses ordi- 
nary common 
sense 
about keeping 


food 
in tin. and 
does not keep 
it 
longer than he would food in non- 
metal receptacles, he is perfectly safe 
Do you agree with me?

You are right. There is some dan- 


ger in keeping food too long, but the 
danger is not from the tin or the 
walls of the container. The danger 
in kept food is more from other bac- 
teria than from facillus botulinus.

CHILD WELFABE IS MADE, 


PUBLIC DUTY IN SWEDEN 


STOCKHOLM. July 
6.—Compul- 


•Ory removal of wayward of depraved 
children from their homes Into pub- 
lic custody, and subsequent «UP*^"- 
slon up to the age of 18, is provided 
for In a new law for the care of chil- 
dren which has just been passed b> 
.the Riksdag. The law further provides 
^for public care of children who are 
found to be exposed to undesirable in- 
fluences and in danger of becoming 
depraved. 


Children removed from their homes 
by government 
inspectors and mat- 
rons in compliance with this law are 
elaced in government institutions, or 
in good private homes in the country, 
where they receive expert 
training 
and can grow up in healthful sur- 
roundings. S6cial service of a similar 
•art has been carried on in the cities 
of Sweden, especially Stockholm, for 
many years by municipal and state 
boards, who place the children In de- 
sirable homes far out in the country, 
and pay an annual compensation to 
these homes. In many cases a strong 
bond of affection grows up between 
foster parents, which culminates In 
legal adoption. 
. 
Under the new law every city and 


parish will have a special board for 
the care of children, including local 
castors and teachers as pertnanent 
members, while Inspectors will travel 
all over the country for the PurP°«« 
of observing and controlling 
Indivi- 
vidual development. Thousands 
of 
country homes receive the poor chil- 
dren of the city as guests dunng the 
•umerm and eend them back to their 
.. homes with cheeks round and rosy. 
Nation-wide and energetic philan- 


thropic work Is also carried on by the 
Swedish society "Save the Children." 
the campaign culminating in an an- 
nual Children's Day. when large sums 
•re raised in order to provide sum- 
mer vacations In children's colonies 
by the seaside, and In some cases on 
IcUnds especially reserved.

GRETXA GREEK DATS 


LONDON, July" 5.—Something of 
the romance of Gretna Green, the 
little Scottish village that for more 
than 100 years was the haven for 
couple who for one reason or an- 
other, could not be married in Eng- 
land, was brought to light recently in 
a London auction room when the 
original marriage certificates of near- 
ly 1,200 runaway couples, extending 
over the period 1825-1854, were sold 
for J1.400 


Among the most romantic of the 
marriages, the certificate of which 
was among those sold, was that of 
Prince Carlo 
Borbohne, 
younger 
brother of King Ferdinand II of the 
Two Sicilies,* to Penelope Carolyn 
Smith, of Waterford, Ireland, 
in 
1836." The couple first lived in Naples 
and were expelled 
They fled to 
Rome and were married there, but 
later, upon visiting th ebridegroom's 
sister, the queen regent of Spain. 
found 
themselves 
ostracized, 
and 
were again married at Madrid Whea 
they arrived in England, they were 
advised to go through another cere- 
mony at Gretna Green and finally, to 
placate the hostility of English soci- 
ety, they were married for the fourth 
time at St. George's, Hanover Sauare, 
London. 
Another romantic marriage was 
that of Lady Adela Corlsdale Maud 
Villlers, daughter of the Earl of Jer- 
sey, who eloped In 1845 with Captain 
Charles Parke Ibbetson. 
It was a 
coincidence that the bride's grand- 
mother. Miss Sarah Child, daughter 
of the founder of Child's Bank, had 
also been married at Gretna Green to 
Lor3 "Westmoreland, and had been

5—Cows In 
Holland are treated with as much 
consideration as human beings. They 
have tl» best of food. Their sheds 
are furriished. They even have over- 
coats when they go out. 


There are lace curtains In the win- 
dows of many Dutch cowsheds. Very 
often the American cow has not even 
a window. And the floors are laid 
with ahlnlng white tile, kept spotless- 
ly clean. 


Lest her tall should drag In the dirt, 
the Dutch cow has It held Up by a 
neat chain from the roof. Her horns 
are scrubbed and polished. She is 
carefully groomed. 


As she stands eight months of the 
year indoors, perhaps these comforts 
are necessary. To lighten the dark- 
ness of winter the cowshed is provid- 
ed with electric light. There is also 
some kind of beating system. 
The Dutch spring Is generally cold 
and windy. Ther efore, 
when the
